Japanese lo sses are 10 sunk, 
three pro bably sunk and 4 6 
damag ed.

because of uncoordinated efforts 
of g ov ernment a g e n c i e s con­ 
cerned with petroleum problems, 
the Senate public lands commit 
tee warned today . 
PRESENT REPORT 
A formal report by the com­ 
mittee, based on a y ear’s study 
of the oil 
situation, 
said the 
armed serv ices are using “un­ 
imag inable supplies of oil” and 
their needs nex t y ear will be 
doubled. The United 
States is 
becoming the oil source for the 
United Nations as the Ax is cap­ 
tures foreig n supplies. 
The com mittee warned 
that 
ex ploration of new fields 
and 
drilling of "wildcat” wells had 
fallen off because of low prices 
and lack of m aterials, while “we 
are burning up the oil content of 
a m ajor oil field ev ery fiv e day s.” 
PRODUCTION OFF 
“The undisputed 
facts,” 
the 
committee said, “are that pro­ 
duction of oil has been falling 
off, wildcatting , or the search for 
new fields, has nearly ceased, 
while the g rowing w ar demand 
may well deplete our known re­ 
serv es, endang er the 
conserv a­ 
tion policy , and in tim e force us 
to turn to oil shale and coal for 
petroleum substitutes.'1 
The com m ittee p r a i s e d the 
work of Petroleum Coordinator 
Harold L. Ickes, 
but said his 
accomplishments were 
“not ef­ 
fectiv e as they m ig ht otherwise 
be because g ov ernm ent ag encies 
outside of his jurisdiction which 
ex ercise authority affecting his 
task are still uncoordinated.” 
CITE FAILURE 
The report cited 
the failure 
of the W ar Production Board to 
release adeq uate m aterials 
for 
building 
pipelines 
and drilling 
wildcat wells, and the failure of 
the Office of Price Control to 
work out a price-raising or sub­ 
sidy scheme to encourag e ex plor­ 
ation and increased production. 
The committee reported that 
Price A dm inistrator Leon H en­ 
derson “decisiv ely opposed” price 
increases to encourag e new drill­ 
ing and mentioned subsidies as 
a possible substitute. Oil 
men, 
the committee said, believ ed sub­ 
sidies would not solv e the prob­ 
lem and wanted hig her oil prices. 
MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS 
The com m ittee said its final 
report had not y et been form u­ 
lated, but on the basis of ev i­ 
dence to date it made these rec­ 
ommendations: 
1. Passag e of a bill, already in­ 
troduced, 
to prov ide a roy alty 
for new oil discov eries on the 
public domain. 
2. 
Financing 
by g ov ernment 
ag encies of ex plorationary drill­ 
ing . 
3. Im m ediate steps to coordin­ 
ate all g ov ernm ent oil ag encies. 
4. In the absence of such com­ 
plete coordination, an ag reem ent 
between the OPC and the WPB 
to g rant adeq uate priorities for 
m aterials for wells and pipe lines. 
5. 
Im m ediate 
utilization 
of 
“ev ery known process” for m ak ­ 
ing steel to prov ide m aterials 
for wells and lines.

A. Ev ery person with a net in­ 
come of more than $624 a y ear. 
The tax would be 5 per cent on 
all the “v ictory tax net income” 
ov er that amount. 
Victory tax 
net income is defined as a per­ 
son’s g ross income, ex cluding cap­ 
ital g ains, and minus ex penses and 
other allowable deductions con­ 
nected with a trade or business. 
Q. 
Would this tax be ov er 
and abov e my income tax ? 
A. Yes. 
Q. 
Would some of the v ictory 
tax be returned to me after the 
w ar ? 
POST-WAR REFUND 
A. 
Yes, a sing le person would 
be entitled to a post-war refund 
of 25 per cent of the tax , or $500, 
whichev er was the lesser.

head of a family would hav e a 
post-war credit of 40 per cent of 
the v ictory tax , or $1,000, which­ 
ev er was the smaller, and for each 
dependent would g et 2 per cent, 
but not more than $100 refunded.

Wouldn’t th at req uire a set- 
tling -up a t the end of the tax 
y ear?

Yes, the tax pay er and the 
g ov ernment would hav e to reach 
an adjustm ent at the end of the 
y ear when the tax pay er knew how 
much he had made and ex actly 
how much tax he owed.

How much will the v ictory 


tax bring in?

Chairman Georg e (D-Ga.) 
of the Senate finance com mittee 
estim ates it will y ield $3,600,000,-

The valiant 
work of our Navy in the present conflict has won 
the admiration of all of us and it is highly fitting 
that such a tribute be paid to our bluejackets.

W A S H I N G T O N M E N T A L I T Y 
In the view of many writers, one of the ob­ 
stacles to the swift and efficient prosecution of 
the war is what might be termed the “ Washington 
mentality .” It is an insidious form of disease 
which seems to strike a great many government 
workers, both the important and the obscure. The 
sy mptoms are 
an 
ever-expanding bureaucracy 
which is bound lock, stock and barrel in miles 
of red tape. 
In a recent column, Dorothy Thompson touched 
on this trouble. “ In Washington," she wrote, “ the 
facts of life are the government itself. Therefore 
all the struggles of life occur inside the govern 
ment. . . . In a normal city there is a constant 
interplay of interests, and one meets, day by 
day , 
industrialists, 
artists, 
officials, 
teachers, 
phy sicians, and all sorts and conditions of men, 
so that there is a constant correction and adapta­ 
tion of one viewpoint to another viewpoint. In 
Washington, since there is no normal intercourse, 
the world enters in the form of lobby ists—ambas­ 
sadors from groups in the nation to the capital. 
. . . And eventually the domestic life of the nation 
becomes as complicated as foreign policy .” 
In Washington, in short, thousands of people 
are continually striving for political or economic 
power of some sort. The big men in the govern­ 
ment—the President, his cabinet, the heads of 
major departments—are surrounded by “ y es" men 
who are seeking to curry favor in high places. 
As a result, many of the big men become super­ 
sensitive tc criticism. They lose touch with the 
country '. Often they are tremendously overworked, 
and their energies are devoted to routine mat­ 
ters which could and should be done by underlings. 
There is a tremendous waste of time and effort 
in making decisions on matters of major policy . 
The lack of cohesion in the seat of our gov­ 
ernment has been shown many times. It has 
become a commonplace for top officials to make 
opposed declarations on the same subject. The 
lubber problem is the prime example of that— 
practically every one in Washington has had his 
say about it, and the result has been a vast and 
needless confusion in the public mind. Selective 
Service policy is still another example. Every few 
flay s a new dictum is handed down—and very - often 
it is greatly at variance with the one which pre­ 
ceded it. General Hershey say s one thing, the state 
draft directors say another, some spokesman for 
, the Manpower Commission or * the War Labor 
Board say s still another. 
Any major change in Washington must be 
made by the President himself. The most impor­ 
tant bureaus are under the control of the execu­ 
tive branch, rather than Congress. He makes all 
the important appointments of personnel, and he 
has the power to clean house whenever he wants 
to and as thoroughly as he wants to. All agree 
that among the many men he has brought to 
\\ ashington, there are numerous top rate ones. 
But it is felt that in many cases these men have 
not been given sufficient authority to adequately 
perform their jcbs. 


THE E ND R E SULT OF THE B E LIE F IN 


GOV E R NME NT R E LIE F 


What few people realize is that when the 
federal government starts to give aid to the un­ 
fortunate and those in trouble, it sooner or later 
must direct the lives of those whom it would 
protect. And when the government starts to direct 
the lives of those it would protect, it leads on 
and on until they must control every act;. The 
ultimate result is a collectivist state. We are 
rapidly approaching the point where no one can 
trade his services without the consent of the 
state, no one can buy without the consent of the 
state and no one can pay more or less than the 
state specifies. 
Eventually , if this continues, the state has to 
direct what different people may say , in order 
that people may not be misled and become a bur 
den on the state. 
If it were not for the belief that the state 
must take care of people, we would not need to 
have immigration law’s to keep the foreigners out 
of the country excepting those that might spread 
disease or have criminal records and are, thus, 
undesirables. 
Yes, there is no end to the growth of govern­ 
ment, when we once make the decision that the 
individual is not responsible for his own w ell­ 
being and must be protected from want and 
poverty by the state. 
For 150 y earsi this national government did 
not regard the state as responsible for the want 
of the individual. Since we have come to believe 
that the state must assist the individual, our 
troubles are multiply ing more rapidly than we 
can correct them with one law after another 
giving the state the right to regiment our lives.

PLANES, NOT BATTLESHIPS 
(Milwaukee J ournal) 
Not a battleship mentioned in the bill—this is 
the most encouraging thing in the huge naval ap­ 
propriation that is now on its way thru congress. 
A total of five and a half billions is authorized 
for our sea warfare, but not a penny of it is to 
be spent to create those enormous liabilities that 
once were known as the “ backbone of the fleet.” 
Instead, there are to be 14,611 planes to comple­ 
ment the aircraft carriers now building. There 
is contractual authority for a further expansion of 
the aircraft carrier program, and there are to be 
more fast cruisers, destroy ers and auxiliaries, all 
of which are useful in convoy and protective 
work. 
This is going in the right direction. It has 
taken a long time to get the admirals off the 
battleships and to get the battleship idea out of 
the mind of even the lowliest y eoman. Those 
ingrained ideas die hard. 
To say this does not mean that one has to 
adopt the argument of Maj. Severskv that the 
navy is a dy ing military institution. It is simply 
to say that the navy must change its arms. Surely 
that has been demonstrated if any thing has been 
in the period of this war.

Fascism is the national socialism 
of Italy . Under somewhat different 
contr !s than in Germany , the end 
result is the same. However, in 
R -sia, Germany or Italy the indi­ 
vidual is simply a c e l l in the 
t 
!ity called the State. He has 
no rights which he c an assert 
against government. The State is 
the end-all of human sweat and 
tears. Independent labor unions, a 
free press, free radio, free assem­ 
bly , free farm organizations, and 
free e l e c t i o n s are ruthlessly 
ground under the iron heel of the 
ersatz Caesars. 
! 
Whether modern men really pre- 
f e r freedom h as become a big 
question today . Our fathers chose 
freedom. The one word on every 
American coin from penny to dol­ 
lar is “ Liberty ” , the “ only word in 
every language fit for the lips of 
a God” . 
Has it all ended for America 
and the world? Certainly there is 
little freedom w h e n government 
cuts y ou off from raw materials 
or denies y ou freight cars if y ou 
resist its bureaucrats. While we 
are fighting a war for “ freedom 
from fear” , a great fear is settling 
over our land. Loy al and law 
abiding men are becoming afraid 
of the arbitrary action of their 
own government.

Editor the Register, 
Presumably in reply to a letter 
I wrote the Register I received a 
pamphlet which undertakes to "un­ 
mask” the Bible. 
The pamphlet gives most of the 
arguments against the Bible with 
which we 
are familiar, but 
makes clear, I think, the fact that 
one must accept the Bible or re­ 
ject it altogether. Try ing *to take 
certain parts for one’s belief leads 
to endless confusion. 
For instance, the pamphlet asks 
why if God is good and kind, He 
permits people to starve in India 
To a Bible believer, it would be 
strange if people did not starve in 
India, because the Bible tells us 
that prosperity only follows the 
observance of God’s teachings and 
the Hindus practice two ty pes of 
anti-Christianity known as Brah 
manism and Mohammedanism, and 
a bit of Buddhism, the heresy of 
Brahmanism. 
If one accepts the Bible, one be 
lieves that originally all people 
knew God’s teachings and as they 
were dispersed over the earth 
many ’ grew to accept paganism. 
One very convincing proof of the 
Bible to my mind, at least, is the 
fact that in the my thology of so 
many nations we can find basic­ 
ally the Bible accounts of happen­ 
ings, now 
overlaid with 
much 
superstition -and embroidery . In 
the so-called religions of the pa­ 
gans one finds no new and original 
concepts of God or man but rather 
vitiated Christian concepts or ideas 
simply the opposite of Christianity . 
We know that the people now in 
India probably trekked down there 
from farther north. The opponents 
of the Bible, if they support the 
idea that Brahmanism, the oldest 
religion in India, is original and is 
not a mere corruption of Christi­ 
anity , or anti-Christianity , would 
have to assume that men went 
from the region where Christianity 
flourished, around the Mediter­ 
ranean Sea, and arrived in India 
minus any religious ideas. This 
seems highly illogical, as men do 
not go blank and begin again very 
often. 
Brahmanism has varied greatly , 
but briefly it worships three gods, 
Brahma, Vishnu, and Siva. Vishnu 
is represented as a dark blue man 
with four arms. He has many re­ 
incarnations, one of which was as 
Buddha. 
Buddha was originally a Brah 
man named Gautama. He lived 
about 500 B. C. and to get an 
idea of Buddha we can read the 
Story of Sumedha, the account 
of Buddhism which Buddha gave 
his disciples, when he expounded 
the Four .Great Truths and the 
Eightfold Conditions. One of the 
interesting parts Is Buddha’s pref­ 
erence of living under a tree to 
living in a house. He say s: “ My 
hut of leaves I then forsook, so 
crowded with the eight defects, 
And at the foot of trees I lived, 
For 
such 
abodes 
have virtues 
ten.” The ten virtues of living 
under a tree are listed as: a 


tree is easy to find, it does not 
require sweeping, it affords no 
cover for disgraceful practices, etc. 
Another 
interesting bi t , which 
shows 
the 
anti-Christianity 
of 
Buddhism is Buddha’s description 
of the human body : “ So will I 
likewise rid me of this body foul, 
this charnel house". Christianity , 
of course, calls the body the tem­ 
ple of the soul. There is much 
more of this ty pe of idea in Bud­ 
dhism and it is not a matter of 
surprise to Bible believers that 
people who practice this ty pe of 
paganism don’t get along well. 
Mohammed was a “ prophet” of 
another cut from Buddha. He was 
perfectly willing to be a Christian 
at first; in fact, he was invited 
by the J ews to come among them, 
as they thought he might be the 
Messiah. And a J ewish scribe, it is 
said, wrote the Koran in part for 
Mohammed, the caravan robber. 
But presently Mohammed's lack of 
knowledge made the J ews suspi­ 
cious and they cast him out a false 
prophet. Thereafter 
Mohammed 
began to hate the J ews. He ad­ 
vised his followers: “ Take not the 
J ews and the Christians for y our 
patrons." (Koran, Chapter of the 
Table). So Mohammed in his in 
finite 
wisdom 
advises worship­ 
ping the God of the Christians, 
but having nothing to do with 
Christians,* and the “ great Mo­ 
hammed" say s that J esus is not 
the Son of God but merely an 
apostle whose chief duty apparent­ 
ly was to prophesy the coming of 
Mohammed. 
No, it is not strange to Bible 
believers that the people of India 
starve.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21. — The 
trouble at Guadalcanal has been 
that the main J ap battle fleet was 
centered in an area just north of 
there, while ours was scattered 
around the world.

But the final outcome of the 
struggle obviously rested from the 
start, not upon the land strength, 
or upon the ability of either side 
to reinforce its forces, but solely 
upon the extent to which the J aps 
would choose to use their fleet. 
With it, they might seize control 
of the seat at any time, and iso­ 
late our resisting land force. 
This is the reason why Navy 
Secretary Knox and other offi­ 
cials lately have been viewing the 
situation 
with open 
pessimism. 
While the official communiques 
may have been holding back some 
phases of the operation, the basic 
situation was enough to inspire 
apprehensions. 
You may have noticed, the com­ 
muniques on this subject, for the 
first time since the war began, 
have been current, that is, deal­ 
ing with day to day action. Up to 
this time the Navy has espoused 
a policy of silence during actual 
continuing operations, and waited 
until engagements were concluded 
or longer before announcing any ­ 
thing important about them.

* 
Conflicting 
an n o u n c e ments 
about our plane operations the 
past week are attributable to the 
fluctuating status of our all-im­ 
portant airfield on the island. One 
day it was announced no Amer­ 
ican planes had been in the air 
for 48 hours, while the next day ’s 
news recorded the overwhelming­ 
ly successful operations of Amer 
ican planes. 
Obviously , « the J aps had been 
able to obstruct our operations 
from the arifield. Their artillery 
and bombers could knock it out 
for a day or so, but our subse­ 
quent operations from the field 
against their ships reflected the 
ability of the Marines to put it 
back to effective use. 
The main big weapon we had 
been able to swing against their 
naval concentrations was our land- 
based bombers, operating not only 
from this field, but long distances 


from New Caledonia and the New 
Hebrides. 
These operations, coupled with 
hit and run maneuvering by our 
cruisers and-or battleships in the 
area could, however, merely serve 
notice on the J aps that they would 
have to come in with a big por­ 
tion of their main battle fleet— 
bigger than they used before—in 
order to accomplish the objective 
which they had been pecking at. 
That they intended to come in 
with greater superiority , next time 
has been evident, in the fact that 
they called troops on transport 
from the Philippines and even far 
away China, and gathered them at 
their various nearby south Paci­ 
fic bases. 
You will have to blame geog^/ 
raphy most for an unsatisfactory ^ 
condition like that.

Also, on a national scale, con­ 
siderable trouble has developed 
from liquor dispensing conditions 
around Army posts. 
But when Mississippi’s dry Sen­ 
ator Bilbo attempted to start a 
national dry campaign two or f 
three months ago with a meeting 
here, no one came (including the

Ford,, who were invited). 
So while the prohibition move­ 
ment has gained some consider­ 
able momentum since the start 
of the war, it does not y et appear 
to be a potent political factor. 
It is true that quiet local tem­ 
perance units, exerting individual 
pressure upon politicians, without 
any national display , could con­ 
ceivably exert a controlling influ­ 
ence on Congress. So far, how­ 
ever, national prohibition is only 
an extremely remote possibility .

p rices on all typ es of women’s ny­ 
lon h osiery went into effect today 
to redu ce “fantastic” p rices now 
being ch arged “in almost every 
store in th e cou ntry.” 
‘INFLATED LEVELS’ 
Price Adm inistrator Leon Hen­ 
derson, in annou ncing th e new 
ceilings, said p rices h ad reach ed 
“inflated levels” th rou gh p rice- 
gou ging by retailers and “black 
m arket” op erators wh o h ave laid 
in large stocks. 
Henderson h ad no sym p ath y for 
dealers wh o m igh t lose money by 
th e order. 
Th e new h osiery p rice order ap ­ 
p lied to retail, wh olesale and man 
u factu rers sales. Henderson asked 
women to take along a list of re­ 
tail ceiling p rices wh en th ey p u r­ 
ch ase nylon h ose and carefu lly 
ch eck 
th em 
with 
listed 
store 
p rices. 
GROUNDS FOR SUIT 
“Any seller wh o asks more th an 
th ese p rices is violating th e law 
and sh ou ld be rep orted,” h e said. 
“I call attention also to th e fact 
th at an overch arge is grou nd for 
th e sh op p er to bring civil su it to 
recover from th e seller th ree times 
th e amou nt of th e overch arge, or 
$50, wh ich ever is greater, p lu s 
cou rt costs and lawyer’s fees.” 
He said in some cases p rices 
were more th an $1 a p air above 
th e new ceilings. Th e new m axi­ 
mu m p rices range from $1.55 for 
a p air of first qu ality circu lar 
knit h osiery to $2.50 for a p air of 
first qu ality all nylon of 57 gau ge 
and h igh er. Prices were also es­ 
tablish ed for “irregu lar” and “sec­ 
ond qu ality” grades.

The war production board h a s 
authorized h im a n d a i r m a n 
Howard Hughes to build t h r e e 
great planes as test ships. 
It had been thought likely two 
y ears would be needed to complete 
those planes, after which the WPB 
would consider ordering mass pro­ 
duction, but when asked repeatedly 
how long it would take to finish 
the planes, Kaiser smiled enigmat­ 
ically and s ai d : “ ask me in six 
months.” 
PLANT PRODUCING 
“ That magnesium plant is pro­ 
ducing,” he said. “ Fairly soon it 
will reach its max imum.” 
That max imum would represent 
sev eral times more magnesium- 
that shiny white metal which is 
one-third lighter than aluminum 
and just as s t r o n g - t h a n this 
country was producing in 19 40, 
He had f o u g h t to build that 
plant, got the reconstruction fin­ 
ance corporation to make a $9 , 
250,000 loan to build it in the 
winter of 19 41, and the production 
figure he mentioned represented 
in its way a more solid, long- 
range achiev ement than his most 
spectacular r e c e n t accomplish­ 
ment: 
WORLD’S RECORD 
Construction and deliv ery of the 
J oseph N. Teal, 10,500-ton v ictory 
cargo ship, in 14 day s, a world’s 
record. 
That was a special performance, 
howev er, that not ev en Kaiser say s 
will he repeated on ev ery ship. 
When he said “ far as human ey e 
could see,” he was thinking also 
of his California steel mill which 
he said would be pouring pig iron 
by December 20 and by March 
would be rolling steel. 
How can he do so much so fast ? 
Kaiser rubs his head ov er that one, 
thinks awhile, say s frankly he can­ 
not answer it in a sentence, say s 
he would need to go into details 
to ex plain it, then acknowledges: 
BEAUTIFUL STAFF 
“ I hav e a beautiful staff. You 
see, in business y ou build up an 
organization at the start and soon 
y ou find the men y ou can depend 
upon absolutely . They are y our 
key men. 
“ You pile work on them. They 
say ‘I can’t do any more’. You say 
‘sure y ou can’. So y ou pile it on 
and then they ’re doing more and 
more. Pretty soon they bring close 
to them men they can rely upon 


a b s o l u t e l y . Soon y ou hav e an 
organization that really can get 
things done. 
“ I surround my self with people 
who hav e faith they can do what 
normally is considered impossible.” 
COMPLEX GROUP 
But—and this is important 
Kaiser is part of an amazingly 
complex group of west coast build 
ers. He receiv ed the public at­ 
tention and he has some plants of 
his own. But they are w o r k i n g 
with him, as they hav e for y ears. 
The association of these men 
began in 19 31 when Kaiser became 
part of “ six companies, inc.,” six 
contractors formed a corporation 
to build the great Boulder Dam. 
These west coast builders under 
the name of the six companies or 
otherwise, went on to build with 
Kaiser the Bonnev ille Dam and 
the Grand Coulee Dam. 
“ T h o s e 
six companies 
(the 
name 
no l o n g e r ex ists) 
are 
c l o s e r to 12 companies now, 
“ Kaiser say s, naming as his own 
the shipy ards at V a n c o u v e r , 
Washington, 
and

Oregon, two y ards at Richmond, 
California, and the steel mill in 
the same state.
